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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger,  contact  your 
local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside 
burning.  Fire  permits  are  required  for  any  open  burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered 
with  snow  where  the  burning  will  be  done.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:  17,  the  fire  permit  law  and 
the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of 
up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  eleven  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests 
and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  During  the  1999  season  Forest  Rangers  were  busy  assisting 
communities  with  suppression  of  difficult  and  remote  muUi-day  fires.  Forest  Rangers  have  also 
investigated  numerous  complaints  regarding  violations  of  the  timber  harvest  and  forest  fire  laws, 
and  taken  enforcement  action  to  ensure  compliance.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest 
fire  or  timber  harvest  laws,  please  call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

There  are  2400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  throughout  the 
state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Depury  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest 
Rangers  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention,  and  law  enforcement.  The  1999  fire  season  was 
a  challenging  but  safe  year  for  wildland  firefighters  in  New  Hampshire.  The  severe  drought 
conditions  throughout  the  spring  and  summer  months  combined  with  residual  effects  of  1998  Ice 
Storm,  resulted  in  a  dramatic  increase  in  wildland  fires.  In  addition  to  burning  in  excess  of  452 
acres,  35  structures  were  also  impacted  by  wildfire.  Wildland  fires  in  the  urban  interface  is  a 
serious  concern  for  both  landowners  and  firefighters.  Homeowners  can  help  protect  their 
structures  by  maintaining  adequate  green  space  around  them  and  making  sure  that  houses  are 
properly  identified  with  street  numbers. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3  contract 
aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response  fi-om 
local  fire  departments.  This  is  a  crifical  factor  in  controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires  and 
keeping  the  loss  of  property  and  suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.

TOWN  REPORT  1999

The  Roxbury  Police  department  had  an  another  very  good  year  this  year.  Patrolling  was  up  and  complaints 
were  down.  There  were  a  lot  more  lengthy  investigations  done  this  year  and  a  lot  more  court  time,  not  due 
to  motor  vehicle  traffic  as  much  as  real  crimes  against  the  town's  people.  As  I  have  indicted  before 
Patrolling,  national  sitistics  show  reduces  crime.  We  have  moved  many  people  all  year  from  the  dam  that 
were  partying  and  littering  and  found  many  teenagers  hanging  around  in  town  that  were  sent  on  their  way 
that  had  no  business  in  town,  that  were  parked  in  various  areas. 

SELECTMAN:  1  would  first  like  to  thank  the  selectmen  for  all  their  help  and  guidance  throughout  the  year. 
They  are  a  great  assist  to  the  Police  department  as  they  know  what  the  town's  people  expect  from  the 
Police  Department.  And  they  have  been  able  to  give  me  input  to  help  serve  the  towns  people  better. 

COMPLAENTS:  Complaints  were  down  again  this  year,  I  confribute  this  to  more  pafrols,  and  the  follow  up 
work  that  has  been  done  with  pass  complaints,  where  violators  were  brought  to  justice. 

CRUISER;  This  year  we  have  encounted  a  lot  of  problems  with  the  windshield  wipers,  this  is  due  to 
linkage  getting  worn  as  the  truck  is  23  years  old.  The  power  steering  linkage  was  not  fixed  this  year  as  of 
yet.  The  back  body  needs  work  and  this  must  be  done,  as  it  is  our  obligation  to  have  a  police  unit  that  is 
legally  inspectable.  Once  again  I  am  actively  looking  for  a  replacement  as  we  are  going  to  keep  encounting 
many  repairs  for  the  future.  This  vehicle  has  been  pretty  good  to  us.  This  has  allowed  us  to  get  to  those  hard 
to  reach  calls  in  bad  weather  and  during  mud  season  that  is  not  possible  with  a  standard  car. 

EQUIPMENT:  a  pair  of  portable  radios  were  bought  this  year  to  inhanse  officer  safety,  when  the  officer 
leaves  his  vehicle  and  either  goes  into  a  home  or  into  the  woods  on  foot.  And  in  the  event  another  call 
comes  in  during  the  time  he  has  left  the  vehicle,  he  will  be  aware  of  it  right  away.  Again  we  bought  a  few 
small  items  to  help  us  do  are  job  better,  and  the  pagers  we  all  carry  were  serviced  and  had  fresh  batteries. 

SUPPLIES:  Office  supplies  are  on  the  rise.  The  state  mandates  that  certain  paperwork  be  completed  in  a 
certain  way.  To  be  allowed  to  apply  for  federal  ftinding  it  is  mandatory  to  have  a  computer,  which  each 
oflTicer  has  bought  at  no  cost  to  the  town  to  complete  this.  All  1  ask  is  that  the  town  buys  the  supplies  need 
to  accomplish  this.  This  year  other  things  need  to  be  purchased  such  as  ammo  and  road  flares  for  accidents, 
and  other  misc.  items.  This  year  also  I  hope  to  buy  a  lap  top  computer  for  the  cruiser  as  we  are  going  to  be 
able  to  get  information  we  need  right  away  on  a  stop  about  the  operator  and  the  vehicle.  Now  we  have  to 
radio  the  Local  State  police  barracks.  And  many  times  they  are  busy  and  can  not  give  us  the  information 
right  away  when  needed.  We  had  a  subject  get  away  from  us  this  year,  as  the  information  was  not  available. 
It  took  a  lot  of  time  to  locate  this  person  later  to  bring  him  before  the  court,  as  he  was  a  wanted  subject. 

OFFICERS:  Our  officers  work  different  shifts  so  you  may  call  on  one  of  us  24  hours  a  day.  We  are  part 
time  and  some  times  we  are  not  available  however  we  have  better  coverage  than  most  towns  in  the  county, 
as  one  of  us  is  usually  available.  We  may  not  be  on  pafrol  at  that  time  but  by  call  the  dispatch  352-1 100  or 
91 1  we  can  be  reached  either  by  pager  or  phone.  I  would  encourage  you  not  to  call  an  officer  at  his  home  as 
he  may  not  be  the  one  that  is  available  at  that  time.  The  dispatch  can  find  the  officer  available  faster  as  they 
have  many  ways  of  reaching  us.  And  they  are  notified  when  we  are  not  available. 
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GRANTS:  I  wrote  another  grant  this  year  that  supplied  the  town  with  60  hours  of  additional  patrol  at  no 
expense  to  the  town.  Due  to  the  calls  being  down  this  year  the  administration  cost  were  able  to  be  taken 
from  the  call  line.  This  again  was  also  helpful  to  deter  crime  as  we  were  out  there  more. 


SUSPICIOUS  ACTIVITY:  I  would  ask  that  if  anyone  sees  anything  suspicious  or  that  seems  a  little  strange 
they  must  report  it  right  away  as  it  is  necessary  for  someone  to  respond  and  try  to  correct  the  problem  or 
look  into  it  right  away.  Letting  the  Police  department  know  about  something  a  week  later  is  of  no  help.  It 
hurts  the  chances  of  being  able  to  find  that  person  or  vehicle  at  a  later  time. 


POINTS  OF  INTREST:  If  you  see  a  strange  vehicle  look  for  a  license  plate  number.  If  you  see  a  suspicious 
person,  try  to  look  at  the  clothing  they  are  wearing  and  write  it  down  for  us.  The  color  of  clothes,  type  of 
clothes,  facial  hair,  long  or  short  hair,  backpacks,  etc.  This  will  be  a  great  deal  of  help  in  finding  this 
person,  or  vehicle.  Being  a  part  time  department  it  is  necessary  for  your  help  as  we  are  not  always  on  patrol 
and  may  be  several  minutes  getting  there.  A  lot  of  cases  have  been  solved  in  the  past  from  the  help  of  the 
towns  people,  this  works.  SO  PLEASE  HELP  US  HELP  MAKE  YOU  SA.FE. 


CLOSING:  I  want  you  people  to  know  I  am  making  every  effort  to  help  keep  cost  down,  finding  grants  and 
price  shopping  for  equipment  and  supplies.  We  have  used  the  state  police  more  often  this  year,  as  they  are 
available  for  the  non-emergency  calls,  such  as  broke  down  vehicles,  minor  accidents  and  informational 
purposes.  It's  a  tough  job  keeping  up  with  State  standards  and  trying  to  give  you  proper  police  protection 
and  keep  cost  down.  I  am  always  actively  looking  for  some  type  of  relief  for  the  budget.  All  I  ask  is  please 
work  with  me  in  trying  to  keep  the  towns  people  safe.  This  is  your  town  and  it's  your  decision  to  make 
what  kind  of  a  Police  department  that  you  want  and  think  is  adequate. 


PISTOL  PERMITS;  Pistol  permit  applications  can  be  picked  up  at  the  Selectmen's  office  on  Monday 
nights  between  7:00pm  and  9:00pm.  The  cost  of  the  permit  is  $10:00  for  a  4-year  license.  Please  allow  14 
days  for  processing.

Summer  Maintenance:  Last  years  largest  project  was  paving  Davis  Road  from  the  Ellis 
homestead  to  the  bottom  of  the  hill  near  the  parking  lot  at  Otter  Brook  Recreational  Area. 
Preparations  for  this  project  involved  replacing  and  cleaning  culverts,  reducing  the  slope  near  the 
Ellis  Homestead  to  improve  visibility,  and  grading  the  road  prior  to  paving  it,  at  the  cost  of 
approximately  $35,000.00,  $20,000.00  of  which  came  from  the  Capitol  Reserve  Fund  for 
improving  town  roads.  Grading  roads,  cleaning  ditches  and  culverts,  cutting  brush  and  other  road 
maintenance  brought  the  total  summer  spending  to  $43,801.21. 

Winter  Maintenance:  Responsibility  for  winter  maintenance  was  contracted  to  B.C. 
Construction  of  Marlborough.  In  spite  of  what  seems  to  be  an  increase  of  sleet  and  freezing  rain 
as  opposed  to  normal  snow  conditions,  the  roads  were  kept  open  and  there  were  few  complaints. 
Many  thanks  to  Bill  Coutts  and  his  workmen.  Total  winter  spending  $16,109.95

Article  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  for 
salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Police  Department.  After  discussion  motion  carried. 
Report  of  discussion:  Residents  asked  why  the  $200.00  increase  over  last  year.  Chief 
Collier  explained  that  the  addition  of  a  third  part  time  officer  has  raised  the  insurance  cost 
of  patrolling  Otter  Brook  Park.  He  further  explained  that  14  years  ago  the  town  entered 
into  a  contract  with  Otter  Brook  Dam  for  patrol  of  the  park  with  the  U.  S.  Government 
paying  for  the  patrol.  Selectman  Stuhlsatz  said  that  this  patrol  increased  police  visibility 
and  so  was  a  benefit  to  the  town.  However  the  Selectmen  had  no  knowledge  of  the  afore 
mentioned  contract  and  will  look  into  it.  They  echoed  residents"  concern  that  the  town 
should  be  paying  for  an  insurance  increase.  Rather,  the  US  Gov't,  it  would  seem,  should 
increase  Chief  Collier's  compensation  to  include  insurance  increase. 

Article  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  Town 
Welfare  and  emergency  assistance  to  the  Town  Poor.  Motion  carried.

Motion  carried. 

Article  8:.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.00  for  a 
contingency  fund.  Motion  carried. 

Article  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $22,000.00  for 
summer  and  winter  road  maintenance.  Motion  carried  after  discussion. 
Report  of  discussion:  Resident  asked  who  owns  the  sand  at  the  town  bam.  Selectmen 
replied  that  while  Billy  Coots,  our  winter  road  agent,  owns  the  sand  any  resident  can 
get  sand  as  needed  for  icy  driveways. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $262.00  to  support 

the  Mental  Health  Service  Program  of  Monadnock  Family  and  Mental  Health  Service. 

Motion  carried. 

Article  1 1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $24,911.88  for 
highway  construction  and  reconstruction.  Selectmen's  comment:  These  fiinds  for 
expenditure  are  designated  to  the  Town  through  the  Highway  Block  Grant  Fund.

Selectman's  Note:  The 
total  cost  of  paving  will  be  $33,500.00.  The  balance  of  $18,500.00  The  balance  is  to 
come  from  the  regular  Road  Maintenance  appropriation  (Art.  9  &  11).  Selectman  James 
McNeill  made  a  motion  which  was  seconded  to  amend  this  article  to  read,  appropriation 
of  $20,000.00  to  pave  the  previously  paved  portion  of  Davis  Road  and  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  $20,000.00  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  for  that  purpose.  This 
would  leave  a  balance  of  the  cost  of  $13,500.00  which  would  come  from  the  regular  road 
appropriation  (Art  9&1 1).  Article  as  amended  passed. 

Article  24:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,500.00  for 

upgrading  the  existing  six-wheeler  a  machine  with  more  capacity  and  greater  flexibility. 
Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  pass  over  this  article.  By  a  hand  count  of  23  ayes  to 
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19  ua>s  this  article  was  passed  over. 

Article  25:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  Wairant  Article  30  as  amended  and  passes  by 
the  Town  At  Town  Meeting  on  March  30,  1998.  Warrant  Article  30  as  amended  and 
passed  at  the  March  30.1998  Town  Meeting  reads  as  follows:  "To  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  open  1,066  feet  of  the  closed  portion  of  the  Davis  Road,  beginning  at  325  Davis 
Road  (George  Davis  farm)  to  392  Davis  Road  (The  Sabolevski  home),  and,  per  RSA 
23 1 :22-a,  that  such  opening  would  be  subject  to  the  betterment  assessments  provision  of 
RSA  23 1 :28-33.")  Motion  carried  after  discussion.  Report  of  discussion:  Selectmen 
explained  that  it  was  the  advice  of  counsel  to  rescind  this  article  because  it  was 
improperly  worded.  Where  the  word  '"open"  was  used,  instead,  the  word  '"re-classify" 
should  have  been  used. 

Article  26:  The  undersigned  registered  voters  of  the  Town  of  Roxbury  hereby  petition  the 

Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Roxbury  for  insertion  into  the  Selectmen's  Warrant  for  the 
1999  Annual  Town  Meeting  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  New  Hampshire  RSA  39:3  the 
following  warrant  article:

Not  supported  by  Selectmen  because  at  present  the  twelve  feet  of  tarred  road  and 
narrow  shoulders  will  not  permit  two  vehicles  to  pass. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  amend  this  article  so  the  petition  would  read  as 
presented.  Motion  to  amend  carried. 
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To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  reclassify  from  a  Class  VI  highway  to  a  Class  V  highway, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  RSA  23 1 :22-a,  a  1,066  foot  section  of  Davis  Road 
extending  from  the  end  of  the  present  Class  V  highway  classification  of  Davis  Road,  in  a 
northeasterly  direction  to  the  property  now  owned  by  Joseph  Sabolevski  and  Sherry 
Sabolevski  at  392  Davis  Road  and  fiirther  that  said  reclassification  is  unconditional 
without  the  necessity  or  requirement  of  betterment  assessments  pursuant  to  RSA  231 :28- 
33. 

Motion  was  made  and  carried  to  allow  Attorney  Gary  Sheldon  to  speak  for  his  clients  the 
Sabolevskis  Attorney  Sheldon  pointed  out  that  the  Sabolevskis  had  improved  the  road  at 
their  own  expense.  Residents'  concern  was  that  while  Joe  had  improved  the  road  it  was 
not  wide  enough  to  allow  passage  of  two  vehicles,  especially  if  one  were  to  be  an 
emergency  vehicle.  Thus  creating  a  safety  concern  issue,  that  the  narrow  width  of  the  road 
could  be  a  hazard  for  possible  future  increased  travel  and  a  liability  issue  for  the  town  in 
the  future.  By  a  ballot  vote  of  35  no  to  17  yes,  article  26  as  amended  did  not  carry.

(Joseph  and  Sherri  Sabolevski  residence)  upon  compliance  with  betterment 
assessments  as  provided  in  RSA  23 1 :28-33,  which  are  not  concerned  with  the  width  of 
this  road  as  it  presently  exists. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  to  amend  this  article  to  read:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  conditionally  reclassify  from  Class  VI  to  Class  V  a  portion  of  the  Davis  Road    (George 
Davis  farm)  and  continuing  approximately  1,066  feet,  more  or  less,  to  392  Davis  Road, 
(Joseph  and  Sherry  Sabolevski  residents)  upon  compliance  with  betterment  assessments 
as  provided  in  RSA  23 1 :28-33.  Article  as  amended  carried. 

Article  28:  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  RSA  #  4  for  adoption  of  an  order  to  do  the  following. 
The  treatment  storage  disposal  and  or  land  application  of  municipal  sewage  sludge, 
industrial  sludge  and  products  derived  from  these  sludges  is  prohibited  in  the  Town  of 
Roxbury.

Subject:  Betlemient  Assessment  Hearing  for  the  reclassification  of  a  portion  of  Davis  Road. 

Date:      June  3.  1999 

Present:  Selectman  Peter  Stuhlsatz,  Selectman  James  McNeill,  persons  who  are  served  by  or  abut 
the  road:  Eric  Jensen,  Scott  Jensen,  Joseph  Sabolevski,  Sherrie  Sabolevski,  and  David 
Shepardson.  Also  present  were  attorneys  Gary  Sheldon  (for  Sabolevski)  and  Amie  Falk 
(Representing  the  town  of  Roxbury).  Also  present  were  Fred  White  and  Gus  of  Allstate 
Asphalt  (At  request  of  Selectmen) 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:00  PM  by  Selectman  Stuhlsatz  who  asked  if  all  were 
satisfied  that  the  proper  notice  of  the  meeting  had  been  given.  Responses  were  in  the  affirmative. 

General  discussion  followed  concerning  the  requirements  to  widen  the  Davis  Road  to  1 8  feet 
because  the  width  represented  the  narrowest  portion  of  the  town  maintained  road  leading  up  to  the 
gate  at  the  Davis  Farm. 

There  was  general  discussion  about  the  estimated  cost  of  $40,000.00  needed  to  widen  the 
1 066  feet  of  road  between  the  Davis  Farm  and  the  Sabolevski  driveway. 

Gus  answered  the  question  of  where  the  road  would  be  widened,  stating  that  it  would  be 
pushed  6  feet  out  of  the  south  side  away  from  telephone  poles  within  the  survey  boundaries  of  the 
existing  town  right-of-way.  (The  cost  of  the  survey  is  not  part  of  the  estimate-it  would  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  town.) 

Selectman  Stuhlsatz  commented  that  the  survey  for  Joe  Sabolevski 's  subdivision  and  the 
more  recent  survey  of  the  estate  of  George  Davis  would  probably  accurately  locate  the  road. 

A  question  was  raised  about  blasting.  It  was  stated  that  should  it  be  necessary  to  blast  to 
establish  a  new  and  adequate  ditch  line  to  the  south  of  the  road  shoulder  that  there  would  be  an 
additional  expense  not  accounted  for  in  the  estimate  of  $40,000.00. 

A  question  was  raised  about  the  necessity  of  grinding  up  the  existing  road.  It  was  stated  that 
adding  6  feet  of  tar  to  the  current  road  would  create  a  maintenance  problem.  The  existing  road  bed 
is  already  cracking  and  just  adding  asphalt  would  leave  a  weak  joint. 

A  question  was  raised  concerning  the  final  surface  and  it  was  stated  that  it  would  be  the  same 
as  the  present  road  leading  up  to  the  Davis  Farm-cold  pack  asphalt. 

(Copies  of  the  Allstate  Asphalt  estimates  are  available  in  the  Selectmen's  office.) 

Attorney  Sheldon  asked  where  the  Class  V  road  ends  and  the  Class  VI  road  begins.  Lerander 
answered  that  he  figures  his  estimate  from  the  sign  that  says  that  "this  portion  of  the  Davis  Road  is 
closed  subject  to  gates  and  bars". 

Attorney  Sheldon  pointed  out  that  on  the  subdivision  map  permitting  the  construction  of  the 
Sabolevski  homestead  it  is  indicated  that  the  town  maintained  portion  of  the  road  ended  some 
distance  up  the  hill  at  a  bar  way  into  a  pasture  (The  bar  way  has  since  been  removed).  (A  map  is 
available  in  the  selectmen's  office) 

Attorney  Sheldon  asked  if  there  is  any  record  of  when  and  where  the  town  reclassified  roads 
V  to  VI.  FoiTner  Selectman  Fred  White  answered  that  such  records  could  be  found  in  the  Town 
Reports. 

Attorney  Falk  asked  if  the  town  had  ever  maintained  the  road  beyond  the  sign  and  stone  wall. 
General  discussion  agreed  that  the  town  had  not  maintained  the  road  beyond  the  sign  and  the  stone 
wall  in  the  last  ten  years.  Joe  Sabolevski  pointed  out  that  he  had  to  put  the  pipe  in  that  section  of  the 
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road  when  he  had  it  tarred.  Attorney  Falk  pointed  out  that  according  to  the  R.S.A's  if  the  town  does 
not  maintain  a  road  for  five  years  it  automatically  reverts  to  Class  VI  status. 

Attorney  Sheldon  stated  that  when  the  Sabolevski's  originally  petitioned  the  town  to 
reclassify  the  road,  they  didn't  want  the  town  to  improve  it,  they  just  wanted  the  town  to  maintain 
it. 

Attorney  Sheldon  and  the  Sabolevski's  also  contend  that  when  they  originally  petitioned  for 
reclassification,  their  portion  of  the  road  was  in  better  condition  than  the  town  road  leading  up  to 
it. 

Selectman  Stuhlsatz  pointed  out  that  the  town  recognized  the  expense  the  Sabolevski's  had 
incurred  repairing  and  tarring  the  portion  of  the  Davis  Road  between  the  Davis  Farm  and  the 
Sabolevski's  homestead.  Stuhlsatz  also  pointed  out  that  other  people  did  have  the  right  to  use  the 
road,  even  though  they  do  not  pay  for  the  upkeep,  because  it  is  still  public  property.  Selectmen 
Stuhlsatz  and  McNeill  also  pointed  out  that  the  purpose  of  this  hearing  is  to  discuss  the 
improvements  to  the  road  as  voted  on  at  the  Town  Meeting  in  March  and  to  determine  how  the  cost 
will  be  distributed. 

Attorney  Falk  stated  for  the  record  that  notices  were  sent  to  all  persons  affected  and  the 
assessment  is  a  lien  on  the  property  and  not  a  tax. 

Since  the  assessments  were  prepared  the  Selectmen  decided  to  announce  them  rather  than 
waiting.  Selectman  Stuhlsatz  explained  that  the  assessments  are  based  on  an  estimated  cost  of 
$40,000.00  and  are  assigned  in  3  categories.  The  first  category  would  be  property  directly  served  by 
improving  the  road.  Joe  Sabolevski  and  the  estate  of  George  Davis  would  be  assessed  80%  or 
$32,000.00.  The  portion  of  the  distribution  to  be  decided  by  Joe  Sabolevski,  landowner  and  Joe 
Sobolevski,  executor  of  the  Davis  estate. 

The  second  category  consists  of  properties  to  the  east  of  the  portion  of  the  Davis  Road  in 
question.  These  properties  will  be  assessed  1 5%  or  $6,000.00  distributed  according  to  the  increments 
of  developable  lot  road  frontage. 

The  third  category  consists  of  properties  along  the  Fairbanks  Road  which  runs  in  a  northerly 
direction  from  the  church  site  to  Otter  Brook.  The  access  to  these  properties  is  marginally  improved 
by  the  improvements  on  the  road  and  are  assessed  5%  of  the  cost,  or  $2,000.00-  again  divided  up  by 
increments  of  potentially  developable  lot  frontage. 

Attorney  Sheldon  objected  to  the  80%  assessment  to  be  levied  on  Joe  Sabolevski  and  the 
estate  of  George  Davis  and  felt  that  a  more  consistent  method  should  be  used. 

Selectman  Stulhlsatz  answered  that  the  total  cost  would  be  assessed  and  billed  as  previously 
described  immediately  after  the  completion  of  the  project. 

The  meet  was  adjourned  at  8:15  PM.

On  December  13,1999  there  was  a  special  Town  Meeting  called  because  of  money  that 
the  State  reimbursed  to  the  Town  for  extra  expenditures  incuiTed  because  of  the  States  delay  in 
properly  funding  the  schools. 

Present:  Gale  Russell.  Mary  Brown,  Mark  Funk  and  Chris  Kaufer.  Selectmen  Peter  Stuhlsatz. 
James  McNeill.  Glen  White  with  Cindy  Sasaz,  administrative  Assistant. 

Selectman,  Peter  Stuhlsatz  presented  an  explanation  that  this  was  State  grant  money  not 
raised  by  taxation.  A  public  hearing  had  to  be  held  before  anything  could  be  done  with  the 
money. 

Three  options  were  discussed: 

1 .  Reduce  Taxes 

2.  Tar  Roads 

3.  Spend  money  for  a  computer  upgrade  and  new  tax  map. 

Public  discussion  favored  spending  the  money  on  a  computer  upgrade  over  the  other  two 
possibilities.  The  final  decision  will  be  made  at  the  Town  Meeting.  The  possibility  of  a  further 
Grant  from  the  State  for  a  computer  upgrade  for  towns  with  outdated  programs  was  discussed.
